Hero of 42 Arrests 
Shows Where He 
Stands on Various 
Questions of Public 
and Personal Inter- 
est.

Delegate Frank Hussey of the Twenty- 
second Ward had the floor. 

Not the House of Delegates floor, 
where he commonly holds forth, but the 
parlor Brussels carpet of his own home 
on Lawton avenue. 

Delegate Hussey was beirig  inter- 
viewed. The woman artist and the so- 
ciety editor encompassed him about. Es- 
cape was impossible. He sat under the 
bright light of a big chandelier, chewing 
that masculine safety valve, an unlight- 
ed cigar, palpably nervous, but conceal- 
ing it admirably. It was the evening of 
the day on which he had been arrested 
for the forty-second time in St. Louis. 

The writer plied him with questions 
which she endeavored to make both 
personal and polite, and the artist noted 
his salient feature points—and they are 
many—on a drawing pad.

“In Politics Since a Boy.” 


“Why, I've been in politics § since 
a boy, almost as far back as I can re- 
member.” This sounded near the sere 
and yellow leaf, or at least comfortable 
middle age. As a matter of fact, Mrs. 
Hussey, mother of the Delegate, says 
the family Bible testifies to 27 years. I 
venture to add, however, that if you 
“cak’late by-the fun Mr. Hussey’s had, 
he’s most a hundred,” | 

“Why do I stay in? Well, not for the 
money. I never got anything out of it 
and never expect to. But there are a 
lot of people who'd like to see me step 
down and out. I’m going to fool ’em 
and stay in. Nobody ever called me a 
quitter—not yet,”’ screwing his big, good- 
humored face into a quizzical smile. It 
was the genuine article, too, for a mer- 
ry Irish twinkle in his gray eye went 
along. 

‘*Yes, I get into a good deal of trouble. 
Don’t care a cent for myself, but every 
time the police take a whirl at me, my 
mother thinks I'm going to be brdéught 
home on a shutter. It’s the worry for 
her that hurts me most. 


Police Have the Habit. 


*“Do you know,”’ shifting his position 

a little in the chair, for which he was 
almost too tight a fit, -.ne police have 
got the habit of arresting me, they’ve 
got it bad. You know most of ’em 
have to make some kind of a record 
for themselves nowadays to insure pro- 
motion, to stand in with the people that 
put ‘em where tl.ey are, so when they 
see me on a corner, waiting for a street 
car, just doing nothing, so far as —.s- 
turbing the peace goes, why up comes 
a patrolman and marks me. He sayz 
‘Move on,’ and if I don’t feel like mov- 
ing that minute, why he wants to take 
it out in arresting me, or mebbe one 
of my friends who's with me.

Daughter Says Mother Did Not Get 
Enough Food to Sustain 


Life. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Dec. 7.—Tir- 
ing of the society of his wife, who is 
much his senior, James Trowbridge, a 
well-to-do contractor, has been keeping 
her a prisoner, his daughter says, in his 
barn on an allowance of food too small 
to sustain life. These facts came out 
when Trowbridge was arraigned on 
complaint of his daughter, who had 
discovered her mother’s plight and had 
caused his arrest. 

Between sobs, Mrs. Trowbridge, who 
is 70 years old, testified that for three 
weeks she had been kept locked in the 
barn without fire The temperature 
some nights fell towards zero, it was 
said. 

For the last week Mrs. Trowbridge’s 
only food was ginger cookies, which 
Trowbridge took to her in paper bags. 
Her husband had told her she was too 
old to have around the house. 

“But Jim's heart isn't bad,” sobbed 
the white-haired woman; “he gave me 
plenty of blankets on cold nights, and 
sometimes he came out te the barn 
and spoke to me real pleasant.”’ 

Trowbridge was ordered to pay his 
wife $17 a week, under penalty of going 
to Jail.

St. Louis Financiers Say Fall- 
ing Off Is Only Partly 
- Due to Stringency. 





Statements just compiled by the banks 
in ithe St. Louis Clearing House show 
that the decrease in deposits in 10 of 
the city’s 25 bunks ‘and four of its nine 
trust companies between Aug. and 
Dec. 3 has been from $252 946,548.°2 to 
$230,598,685.91, or about 9 per cent. The:e 
same princigal Yanks and trust compa- 
nies show a decrease of only 6 per cent 
in the sane period on cash resources, 
Loans and discounts have been but 
Slightly. reduced during the financial 
stringency, 

Cash resources of the 14 concerns, in- 
cluding their currency, checks and ex- 
change, amounted to $86,709,163.45 when 
August statements were made. . The De- 
cember statement shows that the cash 
resources are _  $81,912,319.46, including 
Clearing House certificates and cash- 
fiers’ checks on other banks. The de- 
crease in the loans and discounts has 
been from $206,189,976.94 to $205,875,091.70. 


Demand for Crop Moving. 
All of the decrease in deposits, the 


bankers say, is not to be charged to 
the financial! flurry. At this season of 
the year, it is said, there always ig a 
falling off in deposits and likewise of 
cash on hand. This is due to the de. 
mand for money to move crops and 
to make purchases of goods for winter 
trade. 

The policy of the banks differs in 
the matter of carrying Clearing House 
certificates and cashiers’ checks on the 
books. The National Bank of Com. 
merce has issued $3,000,000 of certifi- 
cates and charges them as liabilitieg, 
including .among its cash ‘resources 
$804,000 in certificates of other banks that 
it holds. The Third National Bank 
charges itself with its $1,250,000 certig- 
cate issue, but does not credit the cer- 
tificates it holds that were issued by 
other banks. The Mechanics-American 
National Bank subtracts the amount of 
certificates it has issued from tho 
amount of certificates of other banks 
that it holds and credits the balance as 
cash resources. The balance amounts to 
$1,149,000,

Shows Where He 
Stands on Various 
Questions of Public 
and Personal Inter- 
est.

Delegate Frank Hussey of the Twenty-| 


second Ward had the floor. 

Not the House of Delegates floor, 
where he commonly holds forth, but the 
parlor Brussels carpet of his own home 
on Lawton avenue, 

Delegate Hussey was being inter- 
viewed. The woman artist and the so- 
clety editor encompassed him about. Es- 
cape was impossible. He gat under the 
bright light of a big chandelier, chewing 
that masculine safety valve, an. unlight- 
ed cigar, palpably nervous, but conceal- 
ing it admirably. It was the evening of 
the day on which he had been arrested 
for the forty-second time in St. Louis.

Delegate Hussey breathed hard, but, 
fortified with his evening meal, we had 
timed our arrival acocrdingly—this hero 
of numerous escapades, all teeming with 
more or less ‘‘local color,’’ bore hig first 
experience at being femininely inter- 
viewed with fortitude and with some of 
the grit that keeps him in politics, if 
we accent his own statement. 


“In Politics Since a Boy.” 


“Why, I've been in politics since 
a boy, almost as far back as I can re- 
member.” Thiga sounded near the sere 
and yellow leaf, or at least comfortable 
middle age. As a matter of fact, Mrs. 
Hussey, mother of the Delegate, says 
the family Bible testifies to 27 years. I 
venture to add, however, that if you 
“cak'late by. the fun Mr. Hussey’s had, 
he’s most a hundred,” | 

“Why do I stay in? Well, not for the 
money. I never got anything out of it 
and never expect to. But there are a 
lot of people who'd like to see me step 
down and out. I’m going to fool ’em 
and stay in. Nobody ever called me a 
quitter—not yet,’’ screwing his big, good- 
humored face into a quizzical smile. It 
was the genuine article, too, for a mer- 
ry Irish twinkle in his gray eye went 
along. 

**Yes, I get into a good deal of trouble. 
Don’t care a cent for myself, but every 
time the police take a whirl at me, my 
mother thinks I'm going to be brdught 
home on a shutter. It’s the worry for 
her that hurts me most. 


Police Have the Habit. 


“Do you know,” shifting his position 

a little in the chair, for which he was 
almost too tight a fit, .ne police have 
got the habit of arresting me, they’ve 
got it bad. You know most of ’em 
have to make some kind of a record 
for themselves nowadays to insure pro- 
motion, to stand in with the people that 
put ’em where tl. ey are, so when they 
see me on a corner, waiting for a street 
car, just doing nothing, so far as  J.s- 
turbing the peace goes, why up comes 
a patrolman and marks me. He says3 
‘Move on,’ and if I don’t feel like mov- 
ing that minute, why he wants to take 
it out in arresting me, or mebbe one 
of my friends who's with me. 
“The oftener he does this, the more 
settled he gets in the habit. It ain’t 
right, and it ain’t fair,’’ this with a 
very sober face, but another unmis- 
takable twinkle. 


Trouble Comes Easy There. 


“You know the people of my ward 
here, east of Grand avenue to Jeffer- 
son, ain't the Westmoreland place push. 
They often get into trouble down here. 
Trouble come mighty easy. So they 
want somebody who won’t kick when 
he’s called out of bed at 2 o’clock in 
the morning to go down to the Four 
Courts and get a poor devil out of Jail 
or to take charge of some unfortunate 
girl that’s found on the streets without 
a home, and hustle her to a place of 
safety. Now, I reckon some Delegates 
who live out west wouldn't like jobs 
of this kind, do you think they would?” 

Delegate Hussey wasn't bragging. He 

has a not unjustifiable pride in his 
power, and in his ability to be useful 
along the lines he mentioned. 
“Funny thing they never manage to 
convict me in the times they’ve had me 
under arrest. It doesn’t stand to reason 
that I can be such a law-breaker after 
all, does it? 


Never Abused Police Board. 


“What's the reason, when they had 
a good case against me, they didn’t 
push it?” he demanded. “I mean that 
time I said I wouldn't vote for the po- 
lice appropriation, because I objected to 
painters and plumbers and printers 
being put in the list and drawing pa- 
trolmen’s salaries, Let ‘em hire these 
men to do police work on the outside 
and pay ‘em union wages, but don’t 
put 'em down for police salaries, that's 
what I said in the House. 


“Now, this is illegal an~ unconstitu- 
tional, so they say. And as a Delegate

tion of this kind, I ought to have been 
jailed and fined. Why didn't they do 
it? Then along comes some policeman 
who says I was abusing members of 
the Police Board and some other prom- 
inent men. Why, it’s nonsense. I nev- 
er did anything of the kind. I guess 
I've got sense enough not to abuse 
Stewart or any of the others who've 
been put in office by Folk, for I like 
Folk first rate.

part to the life, He is big, collectively 
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mendable absence of large diamond 
headlight reposing thereon.

“*husky.”’ 

He has an expansive, pleasant face, 
with a complexion like a baby’s, a clean, 
fine-textured skin that betokens intimate 
and frequent acquaintance with the 
Turkish bath. He has that irrepressible 
little curl to the edges of his close- 
cropped, dark hair—just a suspicion of 
a curl—that is common to the sons of 
old Ireland.

Take away that aldermanic dignity, 
which is not assumed, by the way, and 
consider the noticeable shoulder and arm 
muscles, and the unusually long reach 
to his arms, you may find first-class 
material for a champion heavyweight.

CONTRACTOR KEPT HIS AGED 
WIFE A PRISONER IN BARN 


Daughter Says Mother Did Not Get 
Enough Food to Sustain 
Life. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Dec. 7.—Tir- 
ing of the society of his wife, who is 
much his senior, James Trowbridge, a 
well-to-do contractor, has been keeping 
her a prisoner, his daughter says, in his 
barn on an allowance of food too small 
to sustain life. These facts came out 
when Trowbridge was arraigned on 
complaint of his daughter, who had 
discovered her mother’s plight and had 
caused his arrest. 

Between sobs, Mrs. Trowbridge, who 
is 70 years old, testified that for three 
weeks she had been kept locked in the 
barn without fire. The temperature 
some nights fell towards zero, it was 
said. 

For the last week Mrs. Trowbridge’s 
only food was ginger cookies, which 
Trowbridge took to her in paper bags. 
Her husband had told her she was too 
old to have around the house. 

“But Jim's heart isn’t bad,” sobbed 
the white-haired woman; “he gave me 
plenty of blankets on cold nights, and 
sometimes he came out te the barn 
and spoke to me real pleasant.’’ 
Trowbridge was ordered to pay his 
wife $17 a week, under penalty of going 
to Jail. 
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St. Louis Financiers Say Fall- 
ing Off Is Only Partly 
Due to Stringency. 





Statements just compiled by the banks 
in the St. Louls Clearing House show 
that the decrease in deposits in 10 of 
the city’s 25 banks and four of its nine 
trust companies between Aug. 22 and 
Dec. 3 has been from $252 946,548.12 to 
$230,598,685.91, or about 9 per cent. Thesa 
same princigal Saunhks and trust compa- 
nies show a decrease of only 6 per cent 
in the sane period on cash resources, 
Loans and discounts have been but 
Slightly reduced during the financial 
stringency, 

Cash resources of the 14 concerns, in- 
Cluding their currency, checks and ex- 
change, amounted to $86,709,163.45 when 
August statements were made. The De- 
cember statement shows that the cash 
resources are $81,912,319.45, including 
Clearing House certificates and cash- 
fers’ checks on other banks. The de. 
crease in the loans and discounts has 
been from $206,189,976.94 to $205,875,091.70., 


Demand for Crop Moving. 
All of the decrease in deposits, the 


bankers say, is not to be charged to 
the financial] flurry. At this season of 
the year, it is said, there always is a 
falling off in deposits and likewise of 
cash on hand. This is due to the de- 
mand for money to move crops and 
to make purchases of goods for winter 
trade. 

The policy of the banks differs in 
the matter of carrying Clearing House 
certificates and cashiers’ checks on the 
books. The National Bank of Com. 
merce has issued $3,000,000 of certifi- 
cates and charges them as liabilities. 
including .among its cash ‘resources 
$804,000 in certificates of other banks that 
it holds. The Third National Bank 
charges itself with its $1,250,000 certif- 
cate issue, but does not credit the cer- 
tificates it holds that were issued by 
other banks. The Mechanics-American 
National Bank subtracts the amount of 
certificates it has issued from tho 
amount of certificates of other banks 
that it holds and credits the balance as 
cash resources. The balance amounts to 
$1,149,000, 





Banks In Good Shape, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.—Secre.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 7.—Dr. W. 
S. Woods, president of the Nationa] 
Bank of Commerce that closed its 
doors Wednesday owing depositors 
nearly 17 millions of dollars, asserts 
that the bank may resume business 
within a short time. 

Dr. Woods, early today, after a 
meeting of directors of the bank that 
lasted late into the night, said: 

“It is the sentiment of the Board of 
Directors that the bank resume busi- 
ness. And indeed I ‘do not see much 
that’s in the way of resumption. We 
can meet all the Federal requirements 
without any trouble. We will be able 
to show that our capital is unimpaired 
and that we can easily meet all obliga- 
tions. 

“‘We closed with practically 30 on the 
dollar cash and-exchange on hands, 5 
cents more on the dollar than the na- 
tional banking laws reguire. We are 
paying out nothing now and the re- 
ceiver will collect very fast. It is rea- 


sonable to conclude that it won't be a 
great while before he has collected 2 
per cent more, giving us 50 cents on 
the dollar.

MINE WRECKAGE

Death Roll in Monongah, W. 
Va., Disaster Is More 
Than 400. 


IS 
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INQUIRY ORDERED 





Representative of Governor on 
Scene and Coroner Will 
Investigate. 





WORKERS HAMPERED 
Debris Chokes Entrances of 
Mines—Stock of Coffins 
Exhausted. 





MONONGAH, W. Va., Dec. 7.—Five 
rescuing parties worked all night ai 
different points in the two mines of 
the Fairmount Coal Co., wrecked by ex- 
vlosions yesterday, and 125. bodies were 
brought to the surface by 10 a. m. to- 
day. Scores of other bodies have been 
reached, and it is not ltkely that any 
of the 450 men known to be at work 
when the disaster occurred are alive. 

Chief Mine Inspector Paul arrived 
from Charleston this morning under 
orders from Gov. wawson to institute 
a rigid investigation. Coroner Amos of 
Fairmount will begiz an inquest Mon- 
day. The stock of coffins in near-by 
towns has been exhausted, 380 caskets 
having been ordered from Pitsburg, 
Zanesville, Wheeling and other places. 

Women Scan Bodies. 

As fast as the bodies were brought 
from the wrecked mines they were tak- 
en to one of the mine company build- 
ings which has been turned into a tem- 
porary morgue. There the bodies, 
blackened and charred, were made as 
presentable as possible and this morn- 
ing the efforts to identify them began. 
Sobbing wives, mothers, sisters and 
sweethearts, orphaned children and 
weeping men, anxiously scanned the 
bodies in search of relatives and 
friends. 

One woman pulled out her hair, hand- 
fuls at a time, another tore all the 
skin from both of her cheeks with her 
finger nails. Some lay down on the 
frozen ground and cried themselves to 
sleep. In this condition many were 
carried to their homes near by without 
awakening. 

Mine Was Mile Square. 

The rescuing parties penetrated mine 
No. 6 about ‘3600 feet before they came 
upon the first of the dead. A majority 
of the bodies will, it is believed, be 
found about.a mile further back. 

It is hardly possible that all the bodies 
will be recovered for several days. The 
400 men were working in a territory 
one mile square. It will he days be- 
fore a thorough search of all of this 
area can be made. As. the searching 
parties advance they must clear away 
the debris. The explosion wrecked 
over six hundred mine cars, and this 
choked the entrance on all ‘sides. 

A peculiar and remarkable feature is 
that notwithstanding the force of the 
explosion very little of the mine roof 
was wrecked. By those who witnessed 
it the explosion was likened to the dis- 
charge of a cannon. Every movable 
object shot with terrific force through 
the mine. 

At the entrance of mine No. 8 a 
concrete power house was completely 
demolished. A piece of concrete weigh- 
ing fully 1w0 pounds was blown clear 
across the West Fork River, landing on 
the side of a hill. In a radius of a half 
mile not another plece of concrete can 
be found. Great holes were torn in the 
hill on either side of the entrance of 
the No. & Mine cars were crushed as 
though made of paper. and the huge 
steel tipple was blown apart. 

Operated by Big Concern. 

The mines“are owned and operated by 
the Consolidation Coal Co. of Baltimore. 
The general offices are in Baltimore and 
the operative offices in Fairmont. The 
company is said to be one of the larg- 
est operating in the bituminous coal in- 
dustry of America. It is capitalized at 
$20,008,000 and has in operation about one 
hundred producing plants. Clarence W, 
Watson of Baltimore, is president. 

Mines Nos. 6 and 8 are located on op- 
posite sides of the west fork of the 
river. No. 6 on the east side and No, § 
on the west side, the homes of the min- 
ers occupying both sides of the river, 


Pine coffins are stacked high near 
the entrance. Guards keep the crowd 
of thousands back. 

Peter Orbon was taken from mine 
No. 9 last night. Rescuers found him 
seated on the body of his brother, Stan- 
ley. The man is crazed. He was taken 
from an opening in the hillside and can- 
10t live. 

Mine Foremen Donlin and McGraw 
are believed to be among the dead. 

All saloons have been closed by the 
Mayor. 

There was a slight fire inside of the 
slope of No. & mine this morning, due 
to the starting of the fan. It was 
extinguished after an hour and the 
fan, working successfully, greatly fa- 
cilitated the efforts of the rescuers to 
get into the mines.
